WASHINGTON. (UP) Ambas- 


sador William E. Dodd in Berlin 
was instructed to make emphatic 
diplomatic representations to the 
German government over allegedly 
slurring anti-American articles ap- 
pearing recently in the German 
press. 


The action came less than a 
week after the German govern- 
ment lodged an offiical 
protest 
against remarks made by Mayor 
LaGuardia of New York, who sug- 
gested that a statue of Chancellor 
Hitler be placed in a "chamber of 
horrors" at the forthcoming world's 
fair in New York. This govern- 
ment apologized to Germany, but 
pointed out it had no control over 
the speech of American citizens. 
Ambassador Dodd was instructed 
to call the attention of the German 
foreign office to vituperative ar- 
ticles which appeared in govern- 
ment controlled newspapers in con- 
nection with the incident. 


Diplomatic representations were 
instigated by a letter from Mrs. 
Stephen 
Wise, wife of 
Rabbi 
Stephen Wise of New York and 
chairman of the woman's section 
of the American Jewish confer- 
ence, to Secy. Hull. Her letter 
called attention to allegedly slur- 
ring and offensive remarks con- 
tamed in articles which had ap- 
peared 
in the 
German 
press. 
American womanhood in partic- 
ular was allegedly insulted. 
Dodd's representations do not 
constitute a formal protest but are 
in the same category. 


Der Angriff, one of the papers 
referred to, is the official organ of

Thursday to the gas tax-social 
security battle front with a bit of 
spice injected by Dr. A. L. Miller 
in the form of a cigaret tax bill. 
This measure was introduced via 
rule suspension, given a second 
reading and assigned to the com- 
mittee on revenue.

As introduced, the bill calls for 
a 4 cent packet tax, a penny tax 
on cigars and a tobacco tax of 
16 cents per pound. The intro- 
ducer said he will ask that it be 
amended to cut the cigaret tax 
to 2 cents 
He estimates total 
revenue at $1,200,000 per year 
and assumes that this pot of gold 
together with head tax, liquor tax 
and increased gallonage tax as 
proposed under the Cady bill will 
prove sufficient for security. He 
proposes to appropriate from the 
general fund $5,000 for initial ad- 
ministration cost. The bill would 
require filing of reports by whole- 
salers and dealers on or before 
the tenth 
of each 
month and 


would 
exempt 
the 
wholesaler 


from payment on merchandise not 
to be sold within the state. 
Declining to surrender the gas 
tax to highways alone, the mem- 
bership, shortly after noon, voted

"This frank hostility of these 
justices," Jackson charged, "has 
been openly counted on by in- 
terested groups to defeat much im- 
portant legislation. 
"A majority of these justices,"1 


said Jackson, "have made it ap- 
parent that the great objectives of 
this administration and this con- 
gress offend their deep convictions 
and that the methods of this day 
violate their conception of good 
government "
